A medical man, far ahead of his path} 


and bis training, unable accurately to di- 
agnose a disease which had fora long time 
baffled him, tried an experiment. Being 
an expert bacteriologist and knowing by 
sight the infinitesimal atoms that live to 
destroy human life, he put the patient in- 
to a Russian bath, allowed him to remain 
until he was drenched with perspiration 
and then scraped his skin to secure if pos- 
sible through tho exudation a sufficient 
number of bacilli to enable him to deter- 
mine tho nature of tho ailment from which 
his patient suffered. 
So many to tbe 


square inch meant danger, and by a sim- 
ple process of mathematical calculation ha 
soon discovered the enemy that was sap- 
ping tbe strongholds of life. He estimated 
that millions of bacilli were washed out of 
tbe body by those streams of perspiration. 
Having established this as a fact, he made 
it bis practice to examine all obscure oases 
in the same way. If tho system is over- 
charged with bacilli and tho perspiration 
furnishes courses upon which they float 
from the body, surely this ought to bo ona 
of tho most accurate methods of diagnosing 
doubtful cases. That the perspiration of 
human beings is poisonous is an admitted 
fact. Small animals are raadily killed by 
subcrttaneous injections of perspiration 
collected after violent exercise.—New York 
ledger.

SHINE IN A PUBLIC PLACET 


How Fur May Oa* <M> Out of Ituon lo 


Sprucing HiiuMiU lip?—How Hair Split- 
ting Etiquette May Cla»h With Itemo- 
cralic Jactitation*. 


A question of d«*p philosophical and so- 


eial import IB herewith submitted: 
To th« Editor of Th«- Son: 
Snt-Aa we look to The Sun for onr best «-x 


wnplej of English we uatumlly lorn lu U to 
Millie * qutwlioa of iiutuuwti. The practice of 
having ui.e's boots blaokaaed in public—u it a 
breach of gixxl laaanefd? Ajide from the 
question of an occasional neceaailr. dots tin. 
universal custom nuiuap it UM a gijntK-mauly 
habit?

This ia a difficult Inquiry, and perhaps 


It ought tolx> answered by a council rep- 
resenting all tba interests affected, the 
council to be assisted by a board of arbi- 
ters of tbe elegancies, sitting without vote. 
The conventional opinion is that it. Is not 
correct to nave one's boots blacked out of 
doors. We have never seen tbo grounds; 
of tbbi opinion set forth, but presumably 
the argument of tbo orthodox school la 
that the toilet of tbe boots, as a part of 
tho general toilet, ought to be made with- 
in doors and not coram populo (In the 
presence of a crowd). Yondon'twash your 
face or comb your hair on the streets. 


This argument is not convincing. There 


aro extensive regions where you do and 
have to wash at the pump out of doors. 
Russian officers and ID any other eminent 
personages, military and civil, are continu- 
ally combing themselves in public. 
Tho 


strictest martinet among us would not 
hesitate to tie or rearrange bis cravat in 
public. 
If tho cravat, a necessity article 


of apparel gave among certain statesmen 
and friends of man, may be made sprucer 
out of doors, why may not tbe boots? Car- 
ried to an extreme, tbe orthodox opinion 
would forbid a man to pick a thread off 
his coat or smooth tbe tresses of his hair 
out of doors. Can a man button bis coat 
in the street? If BO, why so? Should not 
a rigid etiquette forbid an act which may 
be described, like the blacking of tho boot*. 
us one of external or superficial toileti" 


It may be urged that analogy doesn't 


apply to these mysteries of custom; that 
tbe rule exists and baa no need of justifi- 
cation. We summon example, then. We 
havu seen a prlnoo of historic numo, au- 
thenticity guaranteed, a prlnco with a 
genealogical tree which few but members 
of tho order of the Crown could hope to 
shin up. Even such a prince have we 
goon having bis boots, shoes or gaiters pol- 
ished at a common corner stand in this 
town. In the language of the contempo* 
rary classics, "he had the price of a shine," 
and ho puld it like a little prince, and no 
doubt be believed that he was showing a 
graceful compliance with the customs of 
tbe country. 


Still, we have but touched the bell of 


tho mystery. 
'We have not entered into 


tbo inner shrine. Let us go in, slumming 
the door in the faces of tbe narrow minded. 


Of itself there is nothing moral or im- 


moral in having one's boots blacked in 
public. 
It IB an action indifferent. 
Ob- 


jection : The majority ot bootblack shops 
aro In front of barrooms. 
Answer: It is 


bettor to be outside than inside of a bar- 
room. 


Thousands of artists are now employed 


in painting boots and shoos in tbe open 
air or in public places. To take away from 
them their means of livelihood would be 
to displace A large amount of labor, pro- 
duce Buffering nnd trouble. To this It may 
be objected that if these diligent and frugal 
artists uro not checked they will soon own 
tho town. 
Well, somebody must own It. 


Boos it offend the sonso of benuty nnd 


bannony of things to Imve one's boots 
blacked In public? Answer: It depends 
upon tliB feet. 
Tho nrtist always does his 


best. 
Don't blamo him, but sarcastic na- 


turo. For our own pnrt wo don't hesitate 
to say that to look upon a man who wears 
n tall hat or "slicky," brilliant kid gloves 
nnd other apparel rich nnd rare, to look 
upon him as he has his shoes keyed up to 
the rest of him, fills us and should illl ev- 
ery other reasonable passerby with n new 
sense of tho imperious demand for the 
beautiful. In the education of tho benuty 
BO use of tho young this public polishing 
must have n great part. 


Formerly "guests" at hotels used to put 


out the boots at. tho door of their rooms 
before going to bod and dumb servitors 
blackened the samu. 
\Vc understand that 


lu most hotels and tavern* tbe public 
blacking stand has driven tho custom out. 
You take tho publio chair If you have no 
private and luxurious retainers. You may 
loso some dignity, but at least nobody will 
•toal your shoos. 


Yet thcro aro delicate spirits avcrso to 


publicity and with a passion for etlquetto. 
Thorn wo need not advise to shun the pub- 
lic polisher. Their shoes should bo pol- 
ished in bucrot. If they aro of » frugal 
mind and not averse to uxercisu, they cun 
do thu polishing themselves, ilonext labor 
wears a lovely face. 
And oven bturdior 


natures iiiunb bo slmckled to some extent 
hy u dread of publicity. You may bo bold 
in) u lion und yot not caro to have your 
bishop sue you eating peanuts 
And It 


may bo Inconvenient sometimes to be suon 
in tho chair of hhlno by haughty acquaint- 
ances.

ire-lie steamer Windward is ready to 
t-onu- out of drydock, having fully com- 
pleted the extensive repairs which ha.«? 
lie«ru in progress for seveial mouths aud 
will shortly leu\v for Sydney, C. B.. in 
command of Captain Sauiuel W. Ba»t- 
k-tt. to lake on coal aud supplit-s fur 


to the north. 


While the new engines dtfsired have 


not been obtained in tous«HiUrnce of the 
inability of manufacturers both in Great 
Britain and in America to tak«? up the 
contract, a new shaft aud propeller have 
been supplied, the old engines thorough- 
ly overhauled and p*Ut in the best possi- 
ble order, so that at least a knot und 
one-half an hour in speed has been gain- 
ed. blinking the Windward up to the 
Kite of the 1891, 1892 and 1893 expedi- 
tions. 


In addition, the hull has been thorough- 


ly rebuilt, strengthened both within and 
without, and the Windward, as a whole, 
is in far better condition than she has 
been for years, new boilers having been 
installed by Mr. Harmsvrorth shortly 
before he turned her over to Mr. Peary 
in 1893. 


The Windward this year will sail us 


an American ship, so far as her nation- 
ality is concerned. The necessary legisla- 
tion by congress having been approved 
by President McKinley, though not hav- 
ing entered 
an American 
port, 
the 


formal register has not yet been issued. 
Captain Biu-tlett has, however, a copy 
of the act, certified by the secretary of 
the treasury, upon which the 
United 


States consuls nnd forevn authoriti*? 
of any port will permit ftic- 
to fly the stars and stripes. 


It will be. therefore, the first arctic ex-

the 40 tons of supplies left nt Etah by the 
Diana last year, 
be ample for the

vole to hit work.

fair game by the enlisted man in the army : 
•a well as in tht navy. In both service* 
there is a fixed penalty for the military 
crime of malingering'-* word, by the 
way. that is now conversationally obsolete 
la the services and hardly ever employed 
except in written official reports—'' beating 
the «lck list" being the modern fashion 
of referring, by both officers and men, to 
the crafty work of the mallguerer. It ia 
not often that the malignerer is brought 
to book, however, owing to the extreme 
difficulty usually encountered by the Bur- 
geons in proving an absolutely clear case 
against him. To establish a case against 
a mallsf-.erer Is generally a job of such 
proportion* that few military •orgeons 
' have the heart to attempt it. 


It is not alone for the purpose of escap- 


ing duty that the enlisted men of the two 
services endeavor to deceive the medical 
deportments. They quite often attempt to 
got one of the service upon the surgeon's 
recommendation. 


The feigning of insanity has often been 


successful within recent years in cases of 
men who wanted to doff their uniforms 
without deserting cr buying their dis- 
charges. There Was an extraordinary case 
of this sort at one of the western recruit- 
ing stations in 1891. In a large batch of 
recruits that arrived one morning at the 
station was a well educated, clipper built 
young chap from Cincinnati. He was in 
appearance and manner so far and away 
ahead of the other fellows in the batch that 
he caught the eyes of the company cap- 
tains at ouoe, and each of them wanted to 
got the promising looking recruit into his 
company. The captain of the company to 
which the recruit was assigned called tbo 
young fellow into his orderly room at once 
and made a good deal of him. 


On the same afternoon this recruit from 


Cincinnati was reported missing from his 
company roll call. The captain instructed 
the first sergeant to institute a search for 
the man. Several men were detailed for 
the work: of hunting him up, and they 
searched the whole post high and low 
without finding him. Then the guard 
was notified of the recruit's absence, and 
the sergeant of the guard was directed to 
find him and put him under arrest.

All of the members of his family, inolud 
ing his daughters, were awny on a visit to 
another post, and he knew that his middle 
aged servant was always visiting her cro- 
nies on "Soapsuds row" at that hour ol 
the afternoon. Moreover, none of his 
daughters, and certainly not the servant, 
oould produce such music. So he did not 
know what to make of it. He walked up 
the steps and through the wide open door 
\vay in a hurry, the musio still continu- 
ing. 
When he entered the parlor, he saw 


a pood looking soldier seated at the piano, 
playing a Chopin nocturne with great feel- 
ing. 


"What the (lev"— the commanding 


officer started to exclaim. 


"Just a minute, Willie," said the sol- 


dier, turning to the commanding officer 
with a beatific smile and going on with 
his playing. "Don't interrupt jne until I 
finish this grazioso movement; then I'll 
beat your service, me man—ah!" And 
he finished his performance with a mellow 
chord, and wheeled around on the stool to 
face the commanding officer, who was on 
the verge of apoplexy,

sanitarium treatment, nor did he go to 
any sanitarium. He was an incorrigible, 
known In Cincinnati ns tho swiftest pacer 
In N wild lot of youths, and when his fa- 
ther took him from the post guardhouse 
to Cincinnati he related how h» had made 
a 1500 bet with another incorrigible that 
ho could enlist in the United States army 
and got out of the service within ten dnys, 
without «Uhor deserting, buying his dis- 
charge or using any political Influence 
whatever. He won *he bet, with three 
days to sparo.~Ncw York Sun.

The cify of Frankfort owes its impor- 


tance to the Jews aiu] chiefly to Che Roths- 
child family. It is one of the finest cities 
in Europe and is the richest city in the 
world for its population, although of late 
Berlin has taken considerable business 
nvray and has becoma the center of inter- 
national bunking relations. There are 
ctil! 174 banks in Frankfort to a popula- 
tion of -2313,000. which ia one hank to avery 
1,300 persons. Some of the banks have it 
capital of 75.000.00U or 80,000,000 marks. 
Several have over 50.000,000 uiarks. In- 
stitutions like the Rothschilds' have a cap- 
ital that is practically unlimited. .No one 
knows the amount. 


The Jews have obtained all this wealth 


and prominence in spite of ostracism, per- 
lacution and restrictions of uiany kinds. 
\Vh*n Anselm Rothschild wns born in 
Frankfort, what was known an the Jnden- 
gasse was separated from the rest of the 
city by high walli and heavy gates, which 
were shut ut nightfall and kept closed un- 
til sunrise. On Sundays they were never 
opened. 
Goethe, who was » native of 


Frankfort, gives a graphic description of 
the Judcngasse, with its filth and squalor 
ntid stenches, to which the nerves of its 
inhabitants had been deadened by long fa- 
miliarity with tba noisome atmosphere. 
The walls of the Jndengasse were de- 
stroyed by Kleber's army in 1790. In 1872

It has always been fashionable to be a 


collector, whether of old china, rare prints 
or paintings, stamps, manuscripts, etc., 
but the fashionable woman of today finds 
an immense resource in getting together 
all sorts of odds and ends. There ore two 
things in particular, however, which are 
of general interest and promote 110 end of 
rivalry, not to say hard feeling. One is 
tb-3 collection of Dresden china figures of 
all sizes, preferably the small ones, and 
there are three or four collections in New 
York which are of great valua as well as 
of beauty.

Girl. 


G. W. Steevcns, says the New York 


Press, who finds a reading public when he

She knows all the 
scenes by their Christian names, so to 
speak, and talks'of the 'Ritfc' ns if she 
went out shopping to it- SheJiever laughs 
—only gives a sort of cough,, half disdain, 
half pity. I bad met some like this, but 
did not know there were so many in the 
•world as I saw last week in Baireuth. 


"I don't' like her at all, and I wonder 


why she comes. Sbo doesn't look as if she 
enjoyed it, but perhaps she does in a 'Way, 
after all. It Is a place where she can bask 
in her own culture. The truth is that es- 
cept to her Baireuth is not a place of pil- 
grimage at all, but only a place of rational 
enjoyment after a person's own fashion. 
The German goes there as he goes to 
church. It is bis duty. Tho Frenchman 
goes to make epigrams, to twist his fingers 
and say, 'Comme ca.' The American takes 
it in, with his job shaming patience, ns an 
institution of Europe. 
The Englishman 


mostly goes to take the English girl. To 
the cultured English girl alone is Baireuth 
a high and holy sanctuary. It is the mir- 
ror of her own superiority."

side by side on top of some tall stub with- 
out the least eign of disagreement, al- 
though, unless I am very much mistaken, 
the sparrow hawk often attacks larger 
birds and might; easily carry oil the young 
ones when the old birds were absent.— 
William £. Cram in Popular Science

Equal to Twenty Fire Englnei. 


In St. Nicholas Mr. Charles T. Hill 


writes of New York's "Floating Fire En- 
gines." Speaking of the fireboat New 
Yorker, Mr. Hill says: 


At fires in buildings along the river 


front or In streets near the river the New 
Yorker can lie at a dock near by and sup- 
ply 30 effective streams, and, In fact, in 
capacity she is equal to that number of 
land engines. If the fire is some distance 
from the water front, immense lengths of 
hose 6 inches in diameter can be at- 
tached to the outlets of that size in the 
sides of the deckhouse, nnd by the aid of 
reducing connections can be reduced in 
size as the lines are stretched in to tho fire 
until they reach tho regulation sizes—3K 
or 8 inches at tho nozzle end.. She can 
supply six of these powerful streams effect- 
ively at a distance of one-third of « mile 
from her location, and at big flros ahe be- 
comes a valuable aid to the Innd force.

nuisance '>y the sanitary authorities and 
cleared out, except n single row of old 
fashioned houses which date from the fif- 
teenth century and were the homes of the 
ancestors of rich and influential citizens. 


The ancestors of the Frankfort Jews 


came from Palestine, 1 urkey and Spain to 
escape persecution in tho thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries and became 
the serfs of the emperor of Germany, who 
accorded them -protection In exchange for 
u fixed tribute which went Into his private 
purse. In 1349 Charles IY, being pressed 
for funds, mortgaged his Jews to the 
municipality of Frankfort for £80,000. 
The-sum was never repaid, and thua the 
inhabitants of the Judeugasse passed an- 
der the control of the city council, which 
selected a swampy and unhealthful spot 
on the margin of the town where they 
were obliged to reside and exacted from 
them n certain portion of their earnings 
or sold their labor at so much a month. 
The Jews who controlled their own time 
and talent paid dearly for that privilege, 
but were shrewd enough to make a profit 
and advance themselves, slowly but surely. 
They wore not allowed to use the side- 
walk, but were compelled to travel with 
cattle aud carts in the middle of the street. 
They wero compelled to wear a distinctive 
dress. Every male Jew had a patch of 
yellow cloth upon his breast and every 
woman wore blue and white stripes. They 
were allowed only one name. 


The mini who lived in 52 Jndengasse, 


which vyns known as "tha house of the 
red shield" because of a sign over, its 
door, v*-as called Anselm. 


The original Ansclm was a dealer in old 


coins and curiosities. HP married and had 
a boy who was called Mayer Axtselm in 
order to distinguish him from his father. 
He was sent to a rabbi relative to be edu- 
cated, and afterward got a place in the 
bank, where he developed remarkable 
business talent. 
When his father died, he 


came home, took his house, his trade pros- 
pered, be became influential among his 
race, gained the respect of Christians as 
well as Jews, and was called Anselm of 
the Bed Shield, or Von Bothschild. 


But bis fame was only local until he 


made the acquaintance of Baron von 
Estroff, then landgrave of Hesse, who 
was a coin collector, and sent for Anselra 
one day to make some purchases. 
When 


the latter arrived, the baron was engaged 
in a game of chess and oould nod be dis- 
turbed. 
The Jew Btood and watched the 


play. The baron was checked, It seemed, 
hopelessly, and turning to the jew he said: 


"Do you play chess?" 
"Sometimes," was the answer. 
"What would you do if you were in my 


fix?" 


The Jew modestly pointed out a move 


which the baron accepted nnd followed his 
advice through the rest of a game that 
was soon won. After that Ansoliu spent 
a good deal of time playing chess with the 
Inndgrave, who prided himself on bis abil- 
ity to beat every one of bis subjects. 
The 


baron nnd the coin merchant thus became 
great friends, and thero was considerable 
business between them in the way of loans 
and discounts. 
Ijs wns Baron von Estroff 


who sent 16,800 Hessian soldiers to Amer- 
ica during the war of the Revolution, to 
fight on the British side, and received a 
large sum of money for their services. 
When Napoleon CIIIUQ along a few years 
after, the baron had saved of it about 
4,000,000 thulers in, coin,, which he took 'to 
Anselm nnd asked him to conceal for him 
so that it might escape the French army. 
Anselm accepted the trust without respon- 
sibility, and, as the story goos, dropped the 
bags of coin to the bottom of his well. 
The French soldiers took away everything 
valuable that belonged to him, but the 
landgrave's money was overlooked. 


As soon as the army had passed on and 


ho could do so without being suspected 
Ansclm loaded the treasure on tho back of 
a donkey and started for England, where 
ho intrusted it to his son, Nathan, a young 
man who had gone to London a few years 
before and was doing a modest business in 
shaving notes and in the commission way. 
There the father and son quietly bought, a 
little at a time, large blocks of English, 
Austrian and German securities, which 
were depressed by the war. 
Anselra wont 


back to Frankfort and there speculated 
with some of tbo money. It was nine 
years before the landgrave returned. In 
tho meantime bis money had quadrupled, 
and Anselm Rothschild returned it to 
him, with interest at 5 per cent, which of it- 
self amounted to £150,000, a small fortune. 
At first the landgravo declined to tnka the 
intercst,J)ut Ansclm of the red shield In- 
sisted that he was entitled to it. It was a 
very profitable investment, for the land- 
grave told th« story all over Kurono and 
made his agent famous, so that every king 
and duke and little potentate who wanted 
money sought It of the honoit Anielm, 
who became known M "the court Jew."' 


While the Dnko of Wellington was In 


Spain the British government found It 
Impossible to convey funds to him. 
An- 


selm undertook tlio duty and succeeded In 
some secret way In transporting a large 
•mount of coin from London to thediiko's 
treasure chest in tho southern part of tho 
peninsula and mado nn enormous profit

The silver collections are extremely In- 


teresting. It is the fnd to have lots of 
small pieces of old silver. Bits of old 
English and old Dutch workmanship are 
greatly prized, and many of the small and 
apparently uninteresting pieces have a 
largo intrinsic valua At least one table 
in every .fashionable drawing room is set 
aslde,f or these small silver pieces, and it is 
astonishing what a lot of different objects 
are represented and what exquisite work- 
manship is to be seen. 


There are small sedan chairs, different 


musical instruments and every conceivable 
and inconceivable size and shape of box. 
A few spoons are added, but these are all 
rare ones, and besides the articles already 
mentioned there are always to be seen the 
most minute pieces of silver furniture, so 
dainty and falryliko it seems impossible it 
oould have been manufactured out of sil- 
verware. 


The children of fashionable folk now be- 


gin to collect silver at a tender ago. For 
a baby of 2 or 3 years it; is quite the thing 
to have already a number of silver articles. 
Of course each one of these represents 
money value, but it must be a little aggra- 
vating to the child, because It generally is 
furniture or something of that sort that is 
bestowed upon tho infant, and yet baby is 
taught not to touch them, but simply to 
look and admire. In the meantime the 
things nro kept in mamma's drawing 
room. 


There are different shaped tables made 


to hold these, -with plush tops and a rail- 
ing around, and of course the silver arti- 
cles show to great advantage against the 
dark plush. Thoy are rarely put Into tho 
glass tables wherein repose proudly family 
miniatures and odds and ends that have 
been picked up in foreign travel.—New 
York Press.

year that Santa Aana seized the presi- 
dency of tho new republic of Mexico—a 
small party of horsemen crossed the Sa- 
bine river about 60 miles from its mouth 
and entered Texas territory. Most of them 
were clad in buckskin and armed with 
rifle, pistol and knife—a rough, deter- 
mined looking crowd, with two no table 
exceptions, one clean, shaven, dark skin- 
ned, with a bright, restless eye that scan- 
ned the woods constantly, as if in search of 
an enemy, and the other a small, mild man- 
nered man, whoso general appearance be- 
tokened the preacher. These two were rid- 
ing in front, talking earnestly of the con- 
vention which had just been held at San 
Felipe de Austin and of the possibility 
that Texas might one day become an in- 
dependent state. Suddenly some one in 
tho party behind them started a song with 
a memorable chorus: 


When other suites reject us. 
This is the one that always takes us- 


Froiu that jingling rhyme some derive 


the name "Texas." Certain it is that this 
great, new land took in and sheltered 
many a fugitive "who left his country for 
his country's good." That prince of pi- 
rates Lafltte hod sailed away frorh Galves- 
ton ten years before, and his thousand 
freebooters were scattered to the four 
winds, but crowds of adventurers from all 
parts of the world were pouring in., with 
many of the better class, to swell the tide 
of Texas immigration. 


Tho little band jogged on and finally 


reached tho municipality of San-Augus- 
tine, then a mere collection of rude log 
huts, with one or two adobe structures 
built by Spanish missionaries. Here the 
preacher posted a notice that the Jtev. 
Heury Stephenson of the Methodist de- 
nomination would hold a meeting in the 
evening. At the hour named the bouse 
was crowded to overflowing with rough, 
desperate men, all armed and ready for 
any fun or fray that might arise on such a 
novel occasion. The minister gave out a 
hymn, and it was sung with spirit. Then 
came the text, but not another word would 
the crowd bear. They hooted and yelled, 
shot off their pistols, crowed and brayed 
in derision. The tumult was deafening. 
The quiet little preacher stood his ground 
bravely, though lu bis heart wishing he 
were well out of it. 
With difficulty his 


traveling companion forced his way to the 
front, still carrying his rifle, and a huge 
knife in Ms belt The wild cheer that 
broke from the crowd sounded in tho ears 
of tho preacher, now thoroughly alarmed, 
like tho howls of a pack of wolves or the 
yells of Indians hungry for scalps. 
But

man, with restless eyes Sashing and long 
black hair streaming ov6r his shoulders, 
jumped on a bench, and, throwing his 
hat to tho ground, shouted lu a stentorian 
Voice: "Men, this man has come to preach 
to you!

their inv'ontorg wealthy—often beyond all 
conception.—George.

Whatever the quality, in shape 
the reading lamp should be low, with a 
good broad base, so that it stands securely.

cepting perhaps good beds, that can give 
as much solid comfort as lamps for read- 
ing and working by. Every grown mem- 
ber of the family should possess oae. Thcro 
should be one of extra lighting power on 
the children's study table, tho library and 
sitting room tables.

A Good Exercise For the Back. 


A good exercise for the spinal muscles 


consists of the following movements: 
Stand erect, with the feet together, and 
rise upon the toes; then gradually sink 
down by bending the knees until tho thigh 
and calf ate doubled upon each other. 
The trunk should bo erect all the time and 
especial attention paid to the spine, keep- 
ing it straight.

If, 
when hanging in this position, the spine 
is straight, there is no reason why it can- 
not be cured, but if it is crooked when 
hanging there is little hopo of doing more 
than keeping it from growing worse, and 
this is very important. In the department 
of medico gymnastics in a large gymna- 
sium this is the way they examine such 
cases. A teacher says, "Any movements 
which do not present any resisting force 
(meaning apparatus) can bo safely taken 
to benefit; slight spinal curvature."—New 
York Lederer.

Salt. 


There f.r» many Interesting facts con- 


with salt which it ii> woU some- 


times to itiint'iubtr. To begin with tht 
name itself, a curious fact is to be noted. 
.Salt was formerly rveanJeii as acoijii>ouj»d 
resulting from thit union of hyiinx-hloric 
(or, as it used to be called, muriatic) acid 
and eo«l<i, and bt-nco the generic term of 
salt w;»s applied to all bu?>stam-es produce*! 
bv tho combination o? a base with an 
acid. 


Sir Humphry Davy, however, showed 


that during their action en each other 
both tho acid and tho alkali underwent 
decompoMtion, and that, while water is 
formed by tho union of the oxygen of the 
alkali aiid tho hydrogen of the acid, tho 
sodium of tho former combines with tho 
chlorine cf the latter to form chloride of 
sodium, and this term is tho scientific des- 
ignation of salt, which, paradoxical as it 
may so*:a, is not u suit. At one time nearly 
the whole of the salt used as food and for 
industrial purposes was obtained from tha 
sea, and in many countries where tho cli- 
uuate is dry aud warm and which have a 
convenient seaboard a great quantity of 
Kilt Js still obtained. In Portugal wore 
than 250,000 tons are annually produced, 
and the same quantity approximately is 
obtained on the Atlantic and Mediterra- 
nean coasts of France. Spain has salt works 
in tho Balearic islands, tho bay of Cadiz 
and elsewhere, which turn out annuallj 
300,000 tons, and even tho small seaboard 
of Austria produces from 70,000 to 100.- 
000 tons.—Xow York Ledger.

The edict, it is added, is couched in 


such terms that it loaves no doubt of the 
dtop sympathy of the throne with the 
Boxers, who are described as "good citi- 
zens." Besides oVnouiu-iiiK Gf-neral Xifh 
for killing the Boxers the edict orders 
him to return with his troops to Lupui, 
SO miles from the scene of the disturb- 
ances. 


It is claimed that the first step of the 


powers for the preservation of foreign 
life aud property ought to be the assump- 
tion of control of the railroad to Puking. 


Admiral Itetny informs the navy de- 


partment that the gunboat Nashville, 
with a force of marines aboard, has left 
Cavite for Taku. She is a light draft 
gunboat of the same type as the Helena, 
und it" is presumed that she is sent iu 
place of the latter. The Monocacy, at 
Shanghai, also has bc-eu ordered to join 
Admiral Kempff at Taku. 


It is understood at the navy depart- 


ment that the Nashville was dispatched 
to Taku by Admiral Remey in place of 
the Helena, which was originally selected 
for that purpose, but was proLably un- 
available or absent from Manila. 
Tiie 


Nashville is in some respects less suitable 
than the Helena for the service in view, 
for she draws nearly two more feet of 
water than the latter. While of the same 
size and with precisely the same battery, 
she lacks tho Helena's carrying capac- 
ity. 


Fn»t«r Than the Helena. 


The Nashville- has one advantage, how- 


ever, being a knot faster than the Hele- 
na, rating at 10.30 kuots, and. having 
sailed from Cavite, she should be at Taku 
about the latter part of next week. 


In view of the length of time required 


by the Nashville to make the trip to Ta- 
ku, it is fortunate that the navy depart- 
ment has other re-enforcements nearer 
at hand in the shape of vessels at Shang- 
hai. This force is only about three days 
distant from Taku, and only about half 
the time would be required for the ves- 
sels at Shanghai to make the trip to Tien- 
tsin that would be consumed by the 
Nashville. 


The uavy department has sent instruc- 


tions to the commander of the Monocacy 
at Shanghai to report to Admiral Kempff 
at Taku, aud that vessel is already on 
her way. Though an old ship, the Mo- 
nocacy is admirably adapted to tliis kind 
of service, drawing only nine feet of wa- 
ter and carrying a very good secondary 
battery. Her personnel is 12 officers aud 
140 men. 


At the legation the Chinese diplomats 


are extremely reticent concerning tho 
situation in their native hind. 
If they 


have received any advices, they are of. a 
confidential nature, and Minister Wit i* 
guarding them carefully. To nowspapei 
men officials at the embassy aimouutv 
that thoy have received absolutely noth- 
ing which will throw any light upon the 
situation. 
Thoy are themselves appar- 


ently puzzled by some of the statement? 
in the newspaper reports. For instance, 
the report that there were 4,0()U,000 of 
the Boxers created great surprise. Still 
they were hot in a position to deny it, 
and one of tho secretaries: in calling at- 
tention to it simply commented, "But we 
do not know; we have nothinjr." 


They eagerly inquire for all dispatches 


to the press, but have nothing to offer iu 
return.

Ante Tbat Go to Sea. 


There are certain ants that show won- 


derful intelligence, and the "driver ants" 
not only build boats, but launch thorn too. 
Only these boats are formed of their own 
bodies. 


They are called "drivers" because of 


their ferocity. 
Nothing can stand before 


the attacks of theso little creatures. Largo 
pythons have been killed by them in ii sin- 
gle night, while chickens, lizards and oth- 
er animals in western Africa floo from 
thorn in terror. To protect themselves 
from tho heat they orect arches under 
which nuruerous armies of them pass in 
safety. 


Sometimes tho arch is made of grass 


and earth gummed together by some secre- 
tion, and again it is formed by the bodies 
of the larger ants, which hold themselves 
together by their strong nippers while the 
workers pass under them. 


At certain times of the year freshets 


overflow the country inhabited by the 
''driver," and it is then that these ants go 
to sea. The rain comos suddenly, and the 
walls of their houses uro broken iu by tho 
flood, bat, instead of coining to the surface 
n scattered hundreds and being swept off 
10 destruction, out o£ tbo ruins rises a 
jlack ball that rides safely on the water 
and drifts away. 


At the first warning of danger tho little 


creatures run together and form a solid 
jody of ants, tho weaker in tho center. 
Often this ball is larger than a common 
cricket ball, and in this way thoy flout 
aboufc until thoy lodge agniust some tree, 
upon the branches of which they are soon 
safe and sound.—Pearson's Weekly.

And 
when a poor or peeress dies, tho coronet is 
again used at the funeral, being plauod in 
tho coffin or borne on a purple cushion be- 
bind tho hearse by ono of the attendants. 
That is the extent to which tho coronet is 
used according to the official rules and 
regulations. But sometimes they are made 
to serve other purposes than those for 
which they were intended. They aro made 
of silver gilt, edged with ermine and lined 
inside with a purple'velvet cap topped with 
a gold tassel nnd are quite ornamental 
baubles. One belonging to a noble mar- 
quis, which was sold at auction in London, 
had been cut in half and arranged to servo 
as brackets for candlesticks. Lord Byron's 
silver coronet-fell into the hands of tho 
late George W. Chllds of Philadelphia and 
was put to an even more ignominious use. 
Divested of its purple velvet cap and er- 
niino border, ho turned it upside Oown and 
found that it mndo a very serviceable 
stand for a chafing dish.—San Francisco 
Argonaut
